Since receiving my copy of the latest Plomb Tool phone directory (re- 

vised to January, 1945) | have done some speculating, some checking of facts 
- and figures. 

The starting hourly rates and the present hourly rates of those people 
subject to ‘wages and hour,’”’ and whose rates are solely on an hourly basis 
have been computed. 

| find that this group on the average commenced their employment at 
Plomb at a rate of $ .656 per hour. They are now receiving on an average 
of $1.37 an hour, or an average increase of 109%. This is 2.09 times what 
this group started to work for. One started eight years ago for 40 cents and 
now is receiving $1.60 or a four hundred per cent increase. Another started 
for 35 cents, 82 years ago and receives $1.40; another, two years ago for 
$1.00 and now receives $1.45. So the average clear across the board for the 


straight hourly group is more than double. 

| find that the length of time this group has been with Plomb averages 
six years and five months.. Therefore, over this period of time the group of 
people involved has doubled its average hourly income from Plomb, and in 
addition in recent years has enjoyed large overtime premiums. 

| have not made a similar computation on those subject to Treasury De- 
partment salary stabilization. There are increases among that group, too. 

This inter-company telephone directory, then, serves as just another 
evidence of the improvement of financial conditions for the members of the 


Plomb Team. 


P.S. The Profit Sharing Fund income is in addition to above increases.

BUSINESS PROVIDES SECURITY 


(No. 3 in Series on American Business 
System) 


Every man wants to work if he is a 
normal human being. But he also likes 
to feel that his future is secure, that 
the job will be permanent. The main 
reason why men strive for BIG wages, 
is because they fear that some time in 
the future they may be laid off, and 
they want to put aside some money 
for a rainy day. 

There is no security for employees 
unless there is first security for busi- 
ness. To wages management must 
add cost of taxes, materials, repairs, 
maintenance, supplies, cost of adver- 
tising and sales and many other items. 
When the total overhead has been 
figured a budget is made up, just as 
an individual home owner makes up a 
budget on which to run his home (if 
he is wise) . 

At the end of the business year if 
the profit is small, it may all be put 
into a reserve fund. If profits are 
ample, part may be put into reserve, 
part into various types of retirement, 
profit-sharing and other kinds of 
funds as security for its employees. 
Sometimes misguided politicians try 
to pass laws which would penalize 
business for building up reserves. 
Such laws prevent the accumulation 
of business savings. The same kind of 
laws applied to you and to me would 
compel us to pay a fine for putting 
money in the bank for a rainy day. 
Laws of this sort are a threat to the 
security of business firms and there- 
fore a threat to the security of the 
men and women employed by business 
firms.
